FROM STATE, IT IS SAID 


Appropriations Bill, Now 
Taken Up, Exceeds All 
Preceding Measures of Its 
Kind by Nearly Million 
Dollars. 


The long parley in the house at the 
morning session Tuesday over section 
14, of the general tax act, which was 
aimed at making “invisible property 
bear its burden of taxes,’ terminated 
at the afternoon session by the defeat 
of the section. 

The general tax act was passed at 
the afternoon session by a vote of 102 
to 69. The adverse votes upon the en- 
tire bill were brought about by the at- 
titude of individual members toward 
Varicus sections of the bill, which 
passed over tne protest of such mem- 
‘bers. 

The consideration of the appropria- 
tions bill was taken up after the 
passage of the tax act, and will be con- 
tinued at the Wednesday* morning ses- 
sion. 

The action of the house in completing 
the tax act revision, which some had 
feared would not be completed before 
Wednesday afternoon or Thursday 
morning, materially reduces the pos- 
sibility of an extra session. 

The tax revision bill will be expe- 
dited in the senate by reason of the 
fact that the senate finance committee 
has been considering the tax bill as it 
was taken up by the house, and has 
its decision ready on a large number 
of the sections, so that the bill will 
probably be quickly reported to the 
senate by that committee and no time 
will be lost. 

Section 14. 

The house spent most of Tuesday in 
debate over section 14 of the tax act, 
The section provided that clerks of the 
courts of each county should prepare 
alist of all unecancelled judgments, 
deeds to secure debts, mortgages, liens 
of record and that the list should go 
back ten years; the list to be sub- 
mitted to the tax receiver of the coun- 
ty. 
was over the. condition imposed that 
“the situs of such choses in action, 
when owned by non-residents, shall be 
in the county of the residence of said 
defendant in fi. fa., mortgagor or 
leinvur.”’ 

Mr. Wright, supporting the ways and 
means committee, charged that the 
time has come when the state simply 
has got to tax the invisible property, 
that the men who own land have been 
go outraged that they are not going to 
stand for the existing condition any 
longer. The purpose of the section in 
the tax act is to impose a burden on 
the foreign money which is turned 
loose in this state, and which con- 
tributes no taxes to Georgia, he said. 
Georgia money loaned in Georgia, he 
charged, is now paying a tax, but that 

oming from the outside is not. 

Referring to a letter sent to every 
member of‘the house by a loan broker- 
age firm, Mr. Wright said that was a 
threat to the members of the house, 
and the one thing he despised worse 
than he hated the devil was a coward; 
that the tactics being employed by the 
foreign money loan people was noth- 
ing short of “a threat to put the screws 
down on you and put you out of here.” 

That the taxing conditions in Geor- 
gia shall not be permitted to go on as 
they are, Mr. Wright asserted, adding: 
“If you do not settle it here today it 
is going to be settled at a nearby elec- 
tion, and you can put that down as 
definite—it can’t be downed, and ‘it 
isn't going to be downed.” 

Swift’s Reply. 

replying to Mr. Wright, 
showed from contracts made by the 
principal mortgage companies, and 
some of the large insurance companies, 
that the conditions included the dec- 
laration that the loan might be called 
when state taxation not existing when 
the loan.was made was imposed. Mr. 
Swift said there was now $33,000,000 
outstanding in loans In this state, of 
which more than $10,000,000 would ma- 
ture in December and January next, and 
the enactment of section 14 would mean 
simply that these loans would be called 
and the banks of the state could not 
supply the money to meet them. 

Mr. Burwell, speaking against the 
proviso in the section, pictured the con- 
dition that would be brought about by 
foreclosures when loans are called and 
the people who had borrowed money 
to build small homes, to say nothing 
of the big office buildings, were turn- 
ed from those homes. He said he cast 
the deciding vote which put the present 
tax equalization law on the statute 
books, because of the very fact that 
it made a way to reach the invisible 
property tax bill, in its entnirety, as in- 
forced. 

BurkhJter Amendment. 

Mr. Burk} Aer, of Tattnall, sought 
to amend the bill as to invisible prop- 
erty, by making section 16 his invisible 
property tax bill, in its entirey, as in- 
troduced early in the session. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, otfered an amend- 
ment, adding a section to the bill, which 
was in the nature of a rider that would 
limit the power of the governor and 
the comptroller general so that next 
year's tax rate would he fixed at 4 
‘mills. The comptroller general, in @éom- 
puting the tax statistics which have 
been submitted to the legislature from 
time to time during the session, had 
based his calculations on a tax levy 
of the full constitutional limit of 5 
mills. 

Mr. Grantland, of Spalding, spoke in 
favor of the section, as did Mr. John- 
son, of Bartow; Mr. Burkhalter speak- 
ing for the section with his amendment 
in the bill. 

Mr. Pickett, of Terrell, and Mr. An- 
derson, of Jenkins, spoke against the 
proviso and the section as a whole.

REGULATIONS DRAWN

War Department Preparing 
for Mobilization of Con- 
scripts—Nearly 200,000 of 
Conscripts Will Be Used 
as Recruits for Regular 
Army and National Guard. 


Washington, August 7.—Provost 
Marshal General Crowder and his as- 


Ssistants are at work on the final set 
of regulations to be promulgated this 
week to complete the organization of 
the selective draft war army. They 
will govern actual mobilization of the 
men selected. 

Statements issued today by the war 
department show that preliminary fig- 
ures place the total force of national 
guard taken into the federal service 
August 5, at 13,093 officers and 419,- 
Another statement showed 
that 180,766 war volunteers have been 
recruited for the regular service since 
April 1, leaving only about 2,000 va- 
cancies in the regulars at war strength. 

These figures mean that approximate- 
ly 725,000 men are under arms, exclu- 
Sive of the navy and marine corps, to 
be supplemented within the next few 
weeks by 687,000 raised under the se- 
lective draft pill. Of the latter num- 
ber about 500,000 will compose the 
third great element of the war army, 
the new national army, and the remain- 


,der will go to fill up the regulars and 


the national guard and their reserves. 
Assigning Drafted Men. 

The mobilization regulations will 
show how the drafted men are to be 
assigned. Already the war department 
has received countless applications from 
men certain to be called in the first 
increment of the draft forces for as- 
signment to some particular arm or 
branch of the service. Where a man

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SAY AGENTS BILK 
TAX DEFAULTERS 


Council May Investigate 
Alleged Practice of Par- 
ties Who Make Business 
of Buying Tax Titles. 


Following complaints of several At- 
lanta attorneys, the city council, at 
its next meeting, will probably order 
an investigation into the alleged prac- 
tice of certain agents, who, it is claim- 
ed, have been exacting extortionate 
sums of money from people whose prop- 
erty they have bought in at tax sales, 
who are desirous of redeeming their 
property. 

Alderman J. H. Ewing announced 
Tuesday that it was his intention to 
introduce a resolution at the next coun- 
cil meeting asking for the appointment 
of a special committee to look into the 
whole matter. 

“This is purely a matter of investiga- 
tion, so far as-I am concerned,” said 
Mr. Ewing. “I do not know what there 
is to the charges, but I want to get to 
the bottom of it. If the people are 
being fleeced, I am determined to find 
out how and by whom it is being done, 
and to find a remedy. The matter is 
of such importance that I think it war- 
rants special investigation, and I am 
going to ask at the next meeting that 
a committee be appointed to look into 
it and report their findings. to council.” 

In speaking of the city hall rumor 
that there has been some collusion be- 
tween attaches in the marshal’s of- 
fice, the city attorney’s office and cer- 
tain “agents,” Mr. Ewing declared that 
he believed this to be unfounded. 

“The mere fact that certain men have 
their offices together is not signifi- 
cant,” said Mr. Ewing. “A man _ has 
a right to have his office anywhere he 
pleases, and I feel sure that there is 
absolutely nothing to this charge.” 

May Frame Ordinance. 

Alderman Ewing also stated that he 
had under consideration the framing of 
an ordinance which he would introduce 
in the near future which would require 
real estate agents to keep the tax col- 
lector advised of the addresses of prop- 
erty owners whom they represent. In 
this way it is thought that the large 
number of sales for non-payment of 
taxes will be materially lowered, and 
the property owners saved from the 
expense which redemption entails. 
‘The agent specifically named by the 
attorneys, who'‘appeared before the tax 
committee last week, is Sam Dunlap, 
who advertises that he is located at 1414 
Fourth National Bank building, which 
is the office occupied by Assistant City 
Attorney Sam Hewlett. Dunlap’s at- 
torney, E. C. Buchanan, is the son of 
William Buchanan, who is a claim ad- 
juster for the city and attached to the 
city marshal’s office. 

It has been rumored that there is 
a line of information and co-operation 
going from the city attorney’s office 
and the city.marshal’s office to Sam 
L.Dunlaps« ba : business of buy- 
ing up tax it es, it having been charg- 
ed that some one in the city attorney's 
office informs those who appeal to him 
when their property has been sold to 
Dunlap, that Dunlap has a good title 
to their property and that they will 
have to pay whatever he demands. Cer- 
tain cases of alleged extortion on the 
part of Dunlap were laid before the 
committee. 

Says No Extortion. 

E. C, Buchanan, attorney for Sam 
Dunlap, declared that his client has 
never exacted more than the legal 
amount due. 

“It is simply that some people are 
sore because they failed to pay their 
taxes, and had to pay the penalty,” 
said Mr. Buchanan. “Mr. Dunlap has 
never exacted more than the legal 
amount due him in these cases, which is 
the amount of the taxes plus a ten per 
cent penalty, and seven per cent inter- 
est, and incidental fees, such as record- 
ing fees, etc., which are necessary in 
the premises. 

“A suit has* been filed in the su- 
perior court against Mr. Dunlap, but 
in this suit there is no charge of ex- 
tortion or fraud. The property in ques- 
tion was acquired at a foreclosure sale 
in 1916, whereas Mr. Dunlap bought it 
under a sale for street improvement 
assessments in 1914. The foreclosure 
purchase was not valid and Mr. Dunlap 
is not only in ig 2 ge of the prop- 
erty in. question, Dut has a good title 
to it.” ¥ 

Mr. Dunlap stated that a number 
of suits had been filed against him 
asking that his tax titles be declared 
invalid, but that the courts had de- 
cided in his favor.

A call has been received by the local 
chapter of the Red Cross asking that 
the Atlanta chapter furnish at once 
medical supplies for the battleship 
“Georgia” and the torpedo boat de- 
Stroyers, “Patterson,” “Paulding” and 
“Winslow.” The call comes from James 
G. Blaine, Jr., assistant director of Red 
Cross chapters, and immediate com- 
Pliance with the request is urged. 

Mrs. John Grant, chairman of the At- 
lanta work room of the local Red Cross, 
and Mrs. Albert Thornton, Jr., secre- 
tary of the Atlanta chapter, have sent 
the following reply to Director Blaine’s 
request: 

“You may depend on the Atlanta 
chapter for the 6,180 surgical dressings 
specified in your letter, dressings to 
be forwarded direct to Bush terminal 
in two weeks for immediate transfer 
to the ships for which they are made.” 

One hundred women will be needed 
at the work rooms every day for the 
next two weeks, both morning and aft- 
epnoon, in order to have the required 
number of dressings in readiness at the 
specified time, and it is necessary that 
these one hundred women be those who 
have had experience in wrapping dress- 
ings. : 

The dressings, which are now in the 
warehouse, cannot be utilized for this 
navy allotment, as it would be neces- 
sary to unpack and recount them, and 
in addition to this the navy require- 
ments a'ong this line are entirely dif- 
ferent from the army regulations. 
Ilence, it will be necessary that 6,180 
new dressings must be wrapped. 

“It will mean a lot of work,” said 
Mrs. Grant, “but Atlanta women have 
never failed when the call has come. 
and they are not going to fail in this 
instance.

TWO RUSS REGIMENTS 
TURN TRAITOR AND FLEE 


At Several Other Points, 
However, the Russians 
Seem to Be Holding Own. 
Heavy Bombardments in 
Progress on the Western 


Front. 


New York, August 7.—(By Associated 
Fress. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Having been enabled, mainly 
through the disaffection in the Russian 
army, to drive the Russians out of the 
greater part of Galicia and Bukowina, 
the Austro-Germans now have begun 
in southern Moldavia a maneuver the 
success of which would be of vast im- 
port against the Russo-Rumanian line 
barring the way to Bessarabia. At 
Fokshani the enemy has struck a swift 
blow at the defenders of the line and 
forced them across the River Tyrlade- 
sus, thereby threatening the crossing 
of the lower Sereth and the road to 
Galatz, one of the chief Rumanian 
towns on the Danube still remaining in 
Rumanian hands. A number of guns 
of various calibers, and 1,300 prisoners 
were taken by the invaders. 

To the north, along the Bystritza 
river in Rumania, two Russian regi- 
ments turned traitor and fled, compell- 
ing the main forces of the Russians 
there to retire again several miles. 
Near Kimpolung, in southern Buko- 
wina, the Russians gave battle on the 
heights of Molit, Dut were defeated 
and forced to cede terrain. At several 
points farther north the Russians are 
at grips with the enemy, and apparent- 
ly are more than holding their o'wn, in 
several sectors having driven back the 
Teutonic advanced posts. 

Taking advantage of the retreat of 
the Russians west of the Zbrocz river, 
where the disaffection in General 
Brussiloff’s army made it virtually a 
rout, the Austrians and Germans are 
harvesting hastily the crops left be- 
hind.

POLICE RAID FOUR 
DOWNTOWN HOTELS

The first telling blow struck by the 
Atlanta police'department against tocal

The raiding forces were led _ per- 
sonally by the highest officers of the 
police and detective forces and result- 
ed in a wholesale arrest of women, men 
and hotel attendants. 

The raid was staged as the result 
of recent agitation against vice by 
prominent citizens of the city and the 
state, occasioned by the nearness of 
the time when thousands of troops 
the draft army will be located at Camp 
Gordon, near Atlanta. :

CLAIMS FOR EXEMPTION 
RUN HEAVY IN CEORCIA 


In Laurens Only Seven Qualify 
Out of 183 Examined—Oth- 
er Sections Report. 


Dublin, Ga., August 7.—(Special.)— 
Out of a total of 183 men examined by 
the exemption board here today for 
army draft, a total of seven were seé- 
cured, who were passed ‘by physicians 
and did not claim exemptions. One 
wasa Greek, James GekKas; one Early 
Miller, No. 258, in Laurens county, and 
five were negroes. 

A little less than half of the men 
examined were found physically defi- 
cient, but most of them were either 
married or had hopes of exemption on 
industrial grounds, or because they 
were the sole support of dependent rel- 


atives. 

Out of 203 called, 20 failed to come for 
examination. Another 203 will be ex- 
amined Wednesday, and a third lot on 
Thursday. 


One Call Only in Monroe. 

Forsyth, Ga., August 7.—(Special.)— 
The board of examiners for Monroe 
county did their first day’s work Mon- 
day, examining sixty-five men. The 
board is composed of Sheriff T. 5. Hol- 
land, Ordinary G. W. Newton, Clerk of 
Court J. O. Ponder and Dr. J. O. Elrod. 
The physicians engaged in the exam- 
{nations were Dr. J. O. Elrod and Dr. 
G. Alexander. Monroe county’s 
quota to be furnished is 103 men. Two 
hundred and ten were called for the 
first examination. Of the sixty-five 
examined Monday only thirteen were 
turned down because of physical disa- 
bilities, indicating that a second call 
for men will not be necessary to ob- 
tain the required 103 men. 


Ware’s First Call Sufficient. 

Waycross, Ga. August 7.—(Special.) 
Examination of the first 230 men from 
Ware county for the new national 
army was completed today by the local 
examination board. Twenty absentees 
were marked as accepted for the army, 
44 were rejected on physical examina- 
tion, and up to tonight 86 had filed 
claims for exemptions. 

It is believed, from the list remain- 
ing, no difficulty will be experienced 
in securing Ware's quota of 71. An 
official checking, however, will be 
needed to determine this. ; 


Another Call in Hall. 

Gainesville, Ga., August 7.—(Spe- 
cial.) —An additional call will have to 
be m&de above the 400 originally called 
by the exemption board to secure Hall 
county’s quota of 130 men for the na- 
tional army. Out of 100 examined yes- 
terday, 10 per cent were turned down 
for physical disabilities, about 19 per 
cent claimed no exemption, and 70 per 
cent claimed exemption upon depend- 
ent relatives. 


Another Call in Marion. 

Buena Vista, Ga., August 7.—(Spe- 
cial.) Examination of the first one 
hundred and twenty men called before 
the local examining board was com- 
pleted today. Eighteen qualified and 
filed no exemptions, twenty-eight were 
physically disqualified, sixty-eight filed 
exemptions and six failed to appear. 
Another call for one hundredg and 
twenty will be made Thursday. 


Heavy Claims in Sumter. 

Americus, Ga, August 7.—(Special.) 
The physical examination of drafted 
men was undertaken by the local ex- 
emption board of Sumter county today, 
151 men undergoing the physical tests 
Forty-five 
were rejected for physical disability, 
and of the remaining 195, only 19 did 
not file notice of their intention to 
ciaim exemption. Sixteen men sum- 
moned to appear for examination did 
not appear, but five of these are al- 
ready in the officers’ training camp or 
have volunteered for military .service.

ONE OCONEE FARMER 


SHOOTS OTHER DOWN 


S. J. Clodfelter Perhaps Fa- 
tally Wounded by T. W. 
Crowe, It Is Alleged. 


Athens, Ga., August 7.—(Special.)— 
S. J. Clodfelter, of Oconee county, liv- 
ing near Eastville, was hurried to At- 
lanta today, and is in a precarious con- 
dition late this evening, a result of four 
pistol wounds inflicted, it is said, by 
Tiney W. Crowe, another citizen of 
Oconee. 

Both are leading farmers of their 
section of the county. The shooting 
occurred about 1 o’clock in Booth’s auto 
shop at New Eastville. It is alleged ty 
those who were on the ground that 
Clodfelter was sitting in the shop whcn 
Crowe entered, pulled a Smith & Wes- 
son .38-caliber pistol, and began firing. 
Two shots hit the mark, one going 
through the right breast, the other hit- 
ting a bone over the heart and slanc- 
ing through the left shoulder. As Clod- 
felter ran Crowe fired another sh>t, it 
is said, hitting his victim in the back 
and then fired again when Clodfelter 
fell, the ball entering the cheek, blow- 
ing out two teeth and coming. through 
the lower jaw. 

Crowe made no effort to escape. He 
gave out no statement, but it is com- 
monly reported that the men had a 
dispute some weeks ago over alleged 
attentions of Clodfelter to Crowe's wife. 
The men are about 40 years old. 

The aged mother of Clodfelter has 
been critically ill for weeks and is to- 
night at the point of death from the 
shock of the tragedy.

Discussion today in criticism of many 
features of the legislation and mostly 
by senators who expect to vote for the 
conferees’ draft, apparently resulted in 
conviction among the opponents that 
further discussion would accomplish 
nothing. : 

The principal speech of the day was 
made by Senator Wadsworth, who said 
the good things in the bill outnumbered 
the bad ones, but protested against 
elimination of the provision for a con- 
gressional committee to supervise war 
expenditures and Apa 80 that the $2 
minimum wheat price fixing provision 
might not operate as its proponents be- 
lieve. He urged co-operation between 
the legislative and administrative 
branches of the government and a 
greater degree of publicity of the con- 
duct of the war. 

~The New York senator denounced the 

delay in the enactment of the first 
food bill as a breaking of faith by the 
government with the people. 

“Some power, some person or some 
influence prevented the enactment of 
the so-called food survey bill,” he said. 
“We are told that the delay was a 
piece of legislative strategy. It may 
be a piece of clever legislative strategy, 
but I say that in view of the promised 
word of the government, it was 4 
breaking of good faith with the people 
of this country.” 

He added that the impression has 
gone out that there was more insin- 
cerity back of the food propaganda 
than patriotism in order to Mt some- 
body in Washington accomplish an am- 
bition. 

Congress and Public in Dark. 

Deploring what he termed the “pres- 
ent atmosphere of criticism” that pre- 
vails in congress and throughout the 
country, Senator Wadsworth declared 
it was due to the fact that “congress 
is in the dark regarding how the $14,- 
000,000,000 or $17,000,000,000 are to be 
spent,” in connection with the war. 

“Not only is congress in the dark 
regarding the expenditures, but the 
public is in the dark,” he said. “It is 
an impossible condition under which 
to wage war. This is the people’s war. 
It is not an administration war. It is 
not a government war. But it cannot 
be a people’s war unless the people are 
taken into confidence regarding ex- 
penditures.”

A Teuton attaek between Avocourt 
wood and Hill 304, in the Verdun sec- 
tor, was driven off with heavy losses 
to the Germans. 

There were fairly violent artillery 
duels in the Bixschoote sector of the 
Belgian front and between Hurtebise 
and Craonne, north of the River Aisne. 

The statement says: 

“There has been fairly violent artil- 
lery fighting in Belgium, particularly 
in the Bixschoote sector, and north of 
the River Aisne, along the Hurtebise- 
Craonne front. The infantry was not 
engaged. 

“In the Champagne region we pene- 
trated the German linés at three places. 
This made it possible for us to inflict 
losses on the enemy and to bring back 
prisoners. 

“On the left bank of the River Meuse, 
after a spirited bombardment, German 
troops this morning undertook an at- 
tack between Avocourt wood and Hill 
304. Met by a violent fire from our 
forces, delivered with precision, our as- 
Sailants were compelled to return at 
once to the trenches they had left after 
sutfering perceptible losses. 

“In upper Alsace there have been en- 
counters between patrols.” 

The war office issued the following 
official statement tonight: 

“In Belgium the cannonade was 
rather violent during the day. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun region) the enemy directed an 
attack against our positions in 
Caurieres wood. An enemy 
ment which had succeeded in gaining 
a footing in an element of our first line 
was thgown back immediately by a 
counterattack.

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WILSON TAKES HAND) “VICE SQUAD” OF 12 


TO REDUCE PRICES 


President Confers With the 

Trade Commission as to 
Progress Made in Cost 
Determining Work. 


Washington, August 7.—President 
Wilson turned his attention today to 
the subject of war prices and paid 4 
personal visit to the federal trade com- 
mission to urge expedition of investi- 
gations to ascertain the costs of pro- 
ducing materials required by the gov- 
ernment. 

At the president’s diréction the com- 
mission has undertaken inquiries to 
determine production «cost on most of 
the basic supplies needed for war uses, 
including coal, coke, steel, iron, pe- 
troleum, tin, aluminum, wire, zinc, COop- 
per, cement, lumber and their 
derivatives. Preliminary reports will 
be forthcoming within a few weeks. 

Announcement of a definite policy 
respecting war purchases’ and prices 
probably will be made soon. Adminis- 
tration officials generally already have 
rather clearly-defined ideas as to the 
course the government will pursue. 
War profits will be kept te a minimum 
and if producers and manufacturers 
evince any great unwillingness to sup- 
ply the country’s war needs at reason- 
able prices the government’s power to 
commandeer materials will be invoKed. 

Protection for General Public. 

The biggest problem occupying of- 
ficials studying war prices is protec- 
tion for ’the general public. Although 
the proposal is meeting determined op- 
position the administration intends 
that the allies shall share with this 
government in reduced costs for sup- 
plies. 

it realized, hcewever, that heavy 
government purchases will tend to 
raise prices to private consumers. The 
administration desires to keep prices 
generally down in an indirect way 
when the new war industries board be- 
Bins to decide priority of manufacture 
and shipment of goods. 

The war will meet again to- 
morrow and probably will make known 
a buying policy so far as questions of 
priority and procedure are concerned. 
The present plan is to consolidate 
American and allied government war 
purchases through the central pur- 
chasing committee which is a part of 
the war board. 

Slow Work by Trade Board. 

Trade commission officials admit 
their investigation of production costs 
is proceeding slowly. This is due, 
it said, to the fact that a great 
burden of work has been thrown on the 
commission tor which it was poorly 
prepared. 

The commission some time ago began 
inquiries into the fuel and lumber in- 
dustries and data on production costs 
of these materials will be ready goon, 
When it started an investigation into 
Steel it discovered it had a tremendous 
task. A preliminary report on steel 
prices, however, also will be made 
shortly. 

Although charged only with an in- 
vestigation of costs, it is entirely likely 
the commission will make suggestioas 
as to what it considers fair prices for 
materials and that the war board will 
follow closely its recommendations.

MEET TODAY'S NEEDS FIRST. 


Council has before it a general plan to 
seek a water supply from a source some 
fifty or sixty miles distant. which would en- 
tail the complete abandonment of the pres- 
ent water equipment, an expenditure of 
something like $8,000,000 and, of necessity, 
several vears’ time. 

As a means of meeting the requirements 
of the future, when Atlanta will be much 
larger than it is today, the scheme is all 
right; in fact, it is very probable that it, or 
a similar one, will eventually be worked out 
and put into operation. And it is a good 
thing to have in mind and for the citizens to 
be thinking about. 

But the author of the resolution broach- 
ing the plan, Alderman J. H. Ewing, verv 
wisely says in a supplementary statement 
appearing in another column of this issue, 
that in his opinion the first duty of council 
is “to make a careful survey and research 
with regard to our present system, and safe- 
guard against any shortage of water that 
might prove disastrous to our welfare,” and, 
secondly, “to make a complete survey and 
research for the purpose of improving and 
permanently extending the waterworks to 
meet the growth of a growing city.” 

Eight million dollars is a lot of money, 
and at best several years must elapse before 
such an ambitious plan as that proposed 
could be worked out and made efective. 

In the meantime the needs of today must 
be looked after—even if.the other improve- 


The seriousness of the present and im- 
mediate future water supply problem is in- 
creased by the fact that 2,600,000 gallons 
daily in addition to the needs of the city 
must be furnished to the army cantonment 
camp under construction at Silver Lake and 
soon to be occupied. 

Our pumping facilities are admittedly out 
of date and worn to a point where a com- 
plete breakdown is a daily peril. Not a new 
engine nor pump has been installed for years. 
The plant is inadequate, and there is an 
ever-present danger of its proving inade- 
quate to meet demands, leaving the city with- 
out water for protection against fire or for 
commercial and domestic use. 

The very first duty before council, there- 
fore, is to remedy existing conditions—to 
provide for the present and immediate 
future. And this is an imperative duty! 

It is all well enough to be thinking out 
ambitious plans for the distant day, but im- 
mediate needs must be cared for and imme- 
diate perils safeguarded against. 


AUTUMN LEAVES FOR DYES. 


One of the commercial problems—one of 
the biggest ones, in fact—growing out of the 
war's disorganization of trade and industry 
has been solved, according to expert opinion, 
by a woman. 

The problem was where might the world 
look for dyes to take the place of the aniline 
product formerly supplied by Germany al- 
most exclusively, and the woman who is said 
to have solved it is Mrs. Edith O'Neil Mac- 
Donald, of Albany, N. Y., who has discovered 
a process whereby to rob autumn leaves of 


their brilliant hues and convert their pig- 
ments into commercial dyes to supply the 
world. 

Since the first autumn men and women— 
beginning, so far as we know, with Adam and 
Eve—have been enraptured with the color. 
ful glory of the autumn leaves. Poets and 
lovers have reveled in them, and they have 
been employed as the basic materia) for 
songs galore; but, strange to say, they have 
been put to no really utilitarian use except, 
perhaps, by nature, in the manufacture of 
humus. 

At last, however, the inquiring mind, the 
intuition and the ingenuity of woman, ac- 
cording to the best of authority, succeeded in 
penetrating beyond the fanciful and simple 
beauty of the leaves, and unlocked the gild- 
ed door to their hidden value as a commer- 
cial by-product of plant food and sunshine! 

Mrs. MacDonald made her discovery in 
the fall of 1916. She says that she was 
deeply perturbed by the “dye famine” which 
threatened America when the German sup- 


ply was cut off, and, like some thousands of : 


) maie chemists and investigators, employed | 


considerable time and attention toward find- 
ing a source of dye supply at home. De- 
scribing how she was at last rewarded, and 
in the way least to be expected, she says: 


I looked at everything through color 
glasses, so to speak. I read news- 
papers, magazines and technical journals 
and searched my immediate surroundings 
for something that looked like dye. An 
October windstorm tore the leaves from 
the trees. Rain saturated them and glued 
them to the cement walks. Sun-dried, 
the breezes blew them away. At sight of 
the dainty brown prints outlined on the 
walk I leaped to the possibilities they 
might contain. I gathered an armful of 
leaves, and in twenty-four hours I had an 
array of tints of gold that outrivaled the 
sunshine-gold, that would neither boil 
out, wash out nor fade out, though I tried 
it in weeks of sunlight. 

Under the tutelage of Dr. Thomas H. Nor- 
ton, United States dye expert, Mrs. MacDon- 
ald made a thorough study of dyeing and 
textile chemistry. In six weeks she had fin- 
ished a demonstration that is reported to 
have contained “every possible shade rang- 
ing from a shimmering, glistening gold to 
the darkest seal brown, as well as grays 
and taupes:” She used in this demonstration 
wool, cotton, silk, velvet, feathers and paper, 
and she also demonstrated the use of the 
solid extract as an ink and water-color paint. 

Then the patent office instituted a most 
thorough investigation of her claims to dis- 
covery, proved the merit of it by federal tests 
and experiments, and recently she was grant- 
ed the patent she applied for months ago. 

Thus, if federal experts know whereof 
they prophesy, it will not be long before the 
great masses of leaves from oak, maple and 
other trees that annually litter the walks 
and cumber the earth following the fulfil- 
ment of their function on the trees and when 
the first fall frost bids them let go, will be 
given a real commercial value at the ‘“au- 
tumn leaves dye factory.” 

The inventor argues that besides being 
cheap and plentiful the raw material supply 
for the new dye is practically inexhaustible, 
because the leaves form in new crop annual- 
lv without destruction of the source of sup- 
ply-product, as is the case with roots, bark 
or coal tar. So there should be no worry 
about an adequate supply while forests last, 
and, Mrs. MacDonald observes further, “there 
is no waste, as the residue can be used for 
fertilizer.” 

Thus woman has, it would seem, added 
another to her long list of triumphs; and 
accomplished it very fittingly, primarily 
through her alert eye for the beautiful, and in 
utilizing a natural commodity never befor 
thought of, perhaps, because it was so com 
mon and close at hand!

SHOULD NEED NO FORCING. 


Citizens living north from Sixth street 
and patronizing the West Peachtree car line 
have petitioned the state railroad commis- 
sion to compel the Georgia Railway & Power 
company to extend the West Peachtree car 
service to Brookwood, alleging intolerable 
inconvenience because of the crowded condi- 
tion of tke Buckhead cars, upon: which they 
must depend for transportation to and from 
the heart of the city. 


This crowded condition of the cars, allege, 


the petitioners, has materially increased 
since the Camp Gordon cantonment site was 
fixed and work thereon commenced, and it 
will become far more crowded when the re- 
cruits are mobilized. 

It is a pity that these citizens find it nec- 
essary to petition the railroad commission at 
all, for certainly no compulsion should be re- 
quired to bring a grant of a concession so 
clearly in the interest of good service 

As matters now stand, the West Peach- 
tree car line terminates at Sixth street, be- 
yond which patrons along the line have ac- 
cess to only the Buckhead cars. The Peach- 


.tree cars run no farther than Brookwood, 


near the northern intersection of Peachtree 
and West Peachtree, so that all of the street 
car patrons on Peachtree, north from Brook- 
wood, and those on West Peachtree between 
Brookwood and Sixth street, have to depend 
upon the Buckhead cars. 

It will be only a short tinge until the 
Southern Railway's new passenger station at 
Brookwood will be completed and in use, 
when the traffic strain upon the Buckhead 
cars will be still further increased. 

It would seem that the duty of the com- 
pany plainly is to extend its West Peachtree 
car service as far as Brookwood; ana cer- 
tainly it should require no official compulsion 
to bring about this improvement in service.

Tax Equalization Law Now 
Reaches Personal Property 


Editor Constitution: I am interested in 
the tax equalization law, and am glad to find 
that Governor Dorsey has approved it. He 
might have made his message stronger, how- 
ever, by referring to the vast quantities of 
personal property it has placed on the tax 
books. 

The returns of Coweta county show that 
there was an increase of $558,734 this year 
over last, and the entire increase consisted 
of personal property and omitted property, 
including notes, accounts, etc. 

Three years ago The Macon Telegraph had 
several columns complaining that the equal- 
izers had placed three or four millions‘ of 
dollars in mortgages upon the tax books, and 
seeking to have these relieved from the tax, 
but without avail. 

In Fulton county a man is kept busy 
watching the records for mortgages, and a 
recent estate was forced to pay on several 
hundred thousand dollars of personalty which 
had not been disclosed. 

The same thing is true in Augusta. 

While the equalization law, like anything 
else human, can be improved, at the same 
time it has forced on the books property 
which has been omitted, and has also reached 
personal property.

“A Pity to Waste It,”’ Says |

(From The Portland Oregonian.) 

The state of Georgia is in a dilemma. A 
citizen, dying, bequeathed $40,000 worth of 
Wine to the state university, not to 
sumed by the students, of course, but to be 
converted into cash for the promotion of 
higher education, and Georgia as a-prohibi- 
tion state cannot sell the wine without violat- 
ing its own laws. The legislature is wrestling 
With the problem of what to do with it. A 
pending, bill proposes sale outside of the 
state—a measure that obviates placing temp- 
tation within reach of the home folks, but 
that savors too strongly of the spirit that 
passes unwelcome visitors along from one 
Another bill provides 
that the liquor be destroyed. The first- 
named bill has been reported adversely, but 
it is not easy to let several thousand dollars 
go, particularly when it would be devoted to 
the cause of education. 

There is no doubt that the alcohol con- 
tained in the Georgia wine casks has a cer- 
tain industrial value. We are at war, too, 
afid alcohol is indispensable to the manufac- 
ture of such necessities as smokeless powder, 
Treated with sulphuric acid, it is transformed 
into ether, a highly necessary agent for use 
in hospitals. It would seem to be a pity to 
let all this good material go to waste. It 
must be admitted, too. that there are con- 
Vincing arguments against sale by a prohi- 
bition state of liquor for beverage purposes. 

It would seem that Georgia ought not to 
have much difficulty in finding a solution. 
The federal government already is consider- 
ing the purchase of whisky stocks for con- 
version into commercial alcohol, and Geor- 
gia’s conscience would be quite clear if it 
adopted a similar policy. There are many 
uses to which the alcohol could be put be- 
sides drinking it. It would be a pity for it 
to be wasted.

Attacks Unit System. 

In debating his substitute, Senator 
Brown attacked the county unit system 
of nomination at length, not failing to 
Zive the state democratic executive 
committee the benefit of his criticism 
for its action in steadfastly standing by 
the county unit system. 

Keplying to Senator Brown, Senator 
H. W. Hopkins, of the Seventh, stated 


that. as a-democrat, he, for one, felt 
it his duty to abide by the rules of the 
party, and that the wisdom of the ex- 
ecutive committee had been demonstrat- 
ed by the approval of the county unit 
system by the vote of the people of this 
state. He referred to the fact that this 
bill passed the last legislature by an 
overwhelming majority and was vetoed 
by Governor Harris. 

Senator Elders had the floor in favor 
of the Neill bill at the hour of adjourn- 
ment. 

The senate killed the bill of Senators 
Heath and Elders which would author- 
ize the trial judge to use his discretion 
in granting a writ of error in civil cases 
involving not more than $500 and in 
misdemeanor cases, and providing for 
a review of the case before appellate 
courts by direct application where the 
trial judge declines a writ of error. The 
object of the bill, as explained by its 
champions, is to relieve the appellate 
courts of much work over trivial points. 
The senate postponed action in- 
definitely. 

Cotton Seed Meal Bill. 


The senate, in addition to several lo- 
cal bills, on Tuesday morning passed 
the bill providing for the classification 
according to grade and for the branding 
of cotton seed meal. The bill, however, 
was amended so a® to grade cotton seed 
meal as first, second, third and fourth 
class, and to specify the proportion of 
mitrogen contained. This amendment, 
it is understood, will not meet with the 
approval of the cotton oil mill interests 
which are said to have had the bill in- 
troduced, and a fight is expected in the 
house if the bill comes up at this ses- 
sion. A notice of Senator Andrews to 
reconsider the action of the senate in 
Passing the bill was cut off by the 
passage of a motion by Senator Heath 
to transmit the bill immediately to the 
house. 

In a brief filibuster led by Senator R. 
G. Dickerson, of the Fifth, just prior 
to the hour of automatic adjournment, 
the senate declined to meet again Tues- 
day afternoon for the purpose of read- 
ing for the first time the house bill for 
the revision of the general tax act, 
which would have saved one legisla- 
tive day in event’ the house had passed 
the revision bill at its Tuesday after- 
noon session. 

When the bill approved by Governor 
Dorsey for the creation of a commission

Capt. Basil Hood Dead. 


London, August 7.—Captain Basil 
Hood, dramatic author, was found dead 
in London today.

New Orleans, August 7.—The total 
Value of this country’s cotton crop, in- 
Cluding the seed, for the trade year end- 
ed July 31 last was $1,412,860,035, as 
against $958,200,000 a year ago, accord- 
ing to the annual report of Secretary 
Hester, of the New Orleans Cotton ex- 
change, made public today. Prices paid 
for this year’s crop, he mentioned, were 
the highest for the last 47 years. 

The average price per pound for 
middling for the year just closed he 

uts at 18.41 cents, compared with 11.99 

ast year; 7.89 year before last, and 
13.49 in 1913-14. The average commer- 
cial value per bale of this year’s crop 
was $91.82. 

As showing the rapid increase in 
price during the past year, Mr. Hester 
mentioned that the average value per 
bale in August, 1916, was $74.50 and 
that by July, 1917, the average value 
for spot cotton was $120.71. 

“The short crop, following in the 
wake of a short crop, and an increased 
demand accentuated by the domestic de- 
mand for war purposes, naturally re- 
silted in the high prices for this year,” 
Was the explanation given. 

Vhe 1916-17 Crop. 

Secretary Hester reported the 1916-17 
¢rop at 12,940,934 bales, an increase over 
last year of 2,678 bales, and %167,077 
bales under two years ago. This year’s 
crop in grade averaged middling to 
strict middling. The actual growth of 
1916-17 was placed at 12,966,000, against 
12,175,000 a year ago and 17,004,000 two 
years ago; number of bales carried over 
in the interior of the south, including 
mill stocks, 1,692,000 against 1,691,000 
a year ago. 

Total world takings of American cot- 
ton for the year were placed at 13,611,- 
000 bales, against 14,171,000 last year 
and 13,519,000 two years ago. The vis- 
ible supply of American cotton at the 
end of the year was 1,504,000 bales, 
against 2,129,000 last year and 3,282,000 
two years ago. Total visible and invis- 
ible supply of American was 2,525,000 
bales, against 3,635,000 ldst year and 
6,629,000 two years ago.

Kerensky’s Health 
Matter of Concern 
To His Associates 


Man Who Is _ Depended 
Upon to Save Free Russia 
in Grave Danger of Physi- 
cal Collapse. 


London, August 7.—The health of 
Alexander F. Kerensky, Russia’s man 
of the hour, is a matter of grave con- 
cern to his friends and associates, ac- 
cording to members of an English del- 
egation which has just returned from 
Petrograd. Premier Kerensky’s health 
was none too good when he took of- 
fice and the strain since has been not 
only constant, but probably heavier 
than any other statesman’s in the 
world today. Illustrative of his weak- 
ness, it is stated that even during the 
first weeks of the revolution, every 
public speech he made was followed by 
a period of faintness. His friends say 
that only his tremendous will power 
and nervous energy has Kept him going 
so long. 

Those who have seen the brilliant 
Russian leader in the last few weeks 
describe his face as being haggard and 
drawn, his figure emaciated, his voice 
Still strong and vibrant, but speech 
marred by frequent coughing, and his 
eyes brilliant, but not with the bril- 
liance of ruddy health. The premier’s 
whole appearance unmistakably shows 
the effect of the enormous work re- 
quired of him every twenty-four hours 
and the heavy responsibility and con- 
Stant drain on his slender physical 
resources. 

“If Kerensky can only hold out,” is 
the phrase more and more frequently 
heard among his friends and admirefs, 
indicating their dread of his physical 
collapse and what that would mean to 
the destinies of free Russia.

UNCLE SAM'S ARMY 
ON EUROPEAN PLAN 


Reorganization to Conform 
to Foreign Units—The Di- 
vision Is Cut From 28,000 
to 20,000 Men. 


Washington, August 7.—A reorganit-, 


zation of American army units, under 
which the division totaling 28,000 men, 
found unwieldy for service on Euro- 
pean battlefields, is abandoned for the 
continental unit of about 19,000 men, 
has been ordered by the war depart- 
ment. 

Under the new plan a division will 
include only two infantry brigades of 
two regiments each, in place of three 
brigades of three regiments each un- 
the old system. Many other or- 
changes are made, includ-

The sixteen divisions of the national 
guard as now constituted will be re- 
in conformity with the new 
plan after the guardsmen reach their 
training camps. No changes in camp 
assignments, it is presumed, will be 
involved. The national army will be 
organized from the-start under this 
plan. So far as the regulars are con- 
cerned it has been understood that 
the reorganization already has been 
carried out for the units in France. 

War Department Order. 

The war department order was an- 
nounced in a statement issued by the 
public information committee tonight, 
as follows: 

“A general order made public by the 
adjutant general’s office today pro- 
vides for important changes in the or- 
ganization of the army. 

“The ratio of artillery strength to 
infantry is greatly increased. A divi- 
sion will hereafter include only four 
infantry regiments in two brigades in 
place of the old division of three bri- 
gades, each comprising three regiments 
of infantry. There will still be three 
regiments of field artillery in each 
division. Thus, in the new organiza- 
tion there will be three regiments of 
field artillery to every four regiments 
of infantry, instead of the ratio of 
three to ‘nine. In addition, a trench 


mortar battery is attached to each divi- 


sion. 

“The machine gun arm is also mate- 
rially enlarged. A machine gun batital- 
ion of four companies has been made a 
unit of each division, in addition to 
the three machine gun companies in- 
cluded in each regiment. 

‘The American division will be made 
by this order to conform practically to 
the units utilized by the entente allies, 
among whom a division numbers ap- 
proximately 19,000 men. The reason for 
the change is that the division as here- 
tofore made up of about 28,000 men 
is too unwieldy for the demands of 
trench warfare. With so large a unit 
sure and swift communication with all 
parts is difficult. The problem to be 
met was basicly one of mobility for the 
pecuilar needs of .fighting on the west- 
ern front. 

“The smaller sized divistons call for 
maintenance of all units at full fight- 
ing strength. For this purpose reserve 
battalions will be provided. *These 
will consist of 612 men each and are 
listed in the general order as ‘separate 
training battalions.’ The number of 
these battalions has not been made pub- 
lic. Details of regimental organiza- 
tions are also withheld for military rea- 
sons, 

Kor Army Corps and Armies, 

“The new order provides for army 
corps and armies, units which have 
practically existed only on paper since 
the civil war. Corps were organized 
during. the Spanish war, but were not 
actrtfally.operated as such to any great 
extent, 

“Kach army corps will consist of 
infantry divisions, corps head- 
quarters and certain army corps troops 
not specified. cach army will 
mally consist of three or more army 
corps, army headquarters and certain 
army troops not specified. 

“Under the new order each infantry 
division will be composed as follows, 
the changes from the present organi- 
zation being as indicated: 

“One division headquarters (same as 
present). 

“One machine gun battalion of four 
companies (new). 

“Two infantry brigades of two regi- 
ments and one machine gun battalion 
(four companies) each. (The present

“One field artillery brigade 
regiments and one trench 
tery (same except trench 
tery is new). 

“One field signal battalion (same). 

‘One train headquarters and .mili- 
tary police (same).

“One sanitary train of four field 
hospital companies and four ambulance 
companies (same). 

“The new organization provides for 
no cavalry in the division.

“The order specifies sixteen divi- 
sions of the national army to be or- 
fanized and numbered from seventy- 
six to ninety-one, both inclusive, and 
states the numbers to be given to each 
of the different units in each division. 
It provides that the sixteen divisions 
of the national guard now organized

their arrival in the training camp. 

“The regular army, the national 
&uard and national army will all con- 
form to the same plan.” 


LIBERIA JOINS WAR 
AGAINST GERMANY 


Action Gives Opportunity to 
Intern the German 
Merchants. 


Washington, August 7.—Liberia, the 
negro republic on the coast of Africa, 
has declared war on Germany. Some 
time ago Liberia broke off diplomatic 
relations. The declaration of war now 
gives opportunity to intern German 
merchants and others who have been 
accused of unusual activities. The 
United States was advised today of the 
little republic’s action. 


WARPATH I TAKEN 
BY APACHE INDIANS 


Globe, Ariz., August 7.—Apache In- 
dians in the Sierra Anchas mountains, 
50 miles northwest of Globe, are on the 
warpath, and the two largest asbestos 
mines in the district have suspended 
operations, according to a telephone 
message summoning help, which was 
received at the sheriff’s office tonight. 

The manager of one of the mines 
informed Sheriff Tom Armor that lead- 
ers of the uprising have called out all 
Indian mine workers and that they 
were completely beyond control. 

Deputy Sheriff Dan Armor, at the 
head of a band of mounted rangers, de- 
parted for the Sierra Anchas tonight, 
but they do not expect to arrive be- 
fore tomorrow. 

A call was issued by the sheriff for 
cowboys to hold themselves in readi- 
ness for duty. 

A forest ranger who rode 25 miles 
over rugged mountain trails to reach 
a telephone, informed Sheriff Armer 
that forest fires were being started in 
the vicinity of the mines and that at- 
temps to burn mines by Indians was 
prevented only by prominent action of 
guards. 

According to the ranger, two Indus- 
trial Workers of the World organizers 
have been active among the force of 
150 Mexicans and Indians employed in 
the district. The ranger’s statements 
were corroborated by Manager Tiffany, 
of the mining companies, who tele- 
phoned to the sheriff from Rice, Ariz. 

More men left Globe tonight for Rice, 
where they will obtain horses for the 
ride to the mines to assist in subduing 
the uprising and extinguish the forest 
fires, which the ranger said were gain- 
ing considerable headway. 

The scene of the uprising is ‘in an iso- 
lated region, penetrated only by rough 
trails and with little wire communica- 
tion. Details of the affair have not 
been received, but it is evident that 
the mining companies think the sSitua- 
tion has serious prospects. 


GERMAN U-BOAT ATTACKS 
SPANISH FISHING BOAT 


Paris, August 7.—The Madrid 
respondent of the Havas agency 
graphs as follows: 

“Official confirmation was given to- 
day to the report that a trawler of 
Bermeo, on the Bay of Biscay, 14 miles 
northeast of Bilboa, has been sudden- 
ly attacked by a submarine. A shell 
fired by the underwater boat fell on 
board the trawler, completely destroy- 
ing ‘it. The four men comprising the 
crew of the fisherman were wounded. 

“Members of the crew of the sub- 
marine took the injured men on board, 
bandaged their wounds and then placed 
them aboard another Spanish trawler, 
which landed them at Bermeo. One of 
the wounded men died after terrible 
suffering While being landed. 

“Premier Dato says the commander 
of the submarine has explained the 
attack was a mistake, that he thought 
the Spanish trawler was a Trench ves-

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STRIKE IS ORDERED 
IN THREE COAL FIELDS 


Pineville, Ky., August 7.—Miners of 
southeastern Kentucky and northeast- 
ern Tennessee at a conterence here to- 
dav adopted resolutions calling for a 
strike to begin in these fields next 
Saturday. Ten thousand men are said 
to be affected. 

The miners in the resolutions adopt- 
ed demand a readjustment of the wage 
scale and recognition of the union as 
well as improved working conditions. 
The miners are reported to be well or- 
ganized, -leaders of the United Mine 
Workers ot America having been at 
work in the fields for several months. 


SEVERE WINDSTORM 
IN COLQUITT SECTION 


Moultrie, Ga., August 7,—(Special.)— 


A wind and rain storm which swept the}

AMERICAN CONSCRIPTS 
MUST BE PHYSICALLY FI 


Gen. Pershing Says No Weak- 
lings Must Be Sent to 
France. 


Paris, August 7.—Major General Per- 
shing, commander of the American ex- 
pedition in France, told the Associated 
Press today it was highly essential that 
the men in America’s conscript army 
; Should be in excellent physical condi- 
| tion, well disciplined and capable of in- 
dividual action. He added that the army 
/Organization must be built from the bot- 
| tOin up, each man and officer devoting 
all his energies to the work. The gen- 
| eral said: 
| “Our men must be in good physical 
‘condition, keeping their morale clean 
|; and thereby capable of meeting the try- 
ing conditions of modern warfare. The 
men must learn to obey orders prompt- 
ly, implicitly and willingly, but not 


“I object to the word ‘automatic,’ be- 
cause we do not want a machine-made 
organization, but an’army of thinking 
men, men with individuality, men fully 
| capable and ready to assume command 
of units, should their officers be killed 
or incapacitated, as sometimes happens 
in trench warfare. 

“The men must be made to realize 
that war is not sport or play, but se- 
rious work, demanding the utmost ener- 
&y and attention to insure success.” 

General Pershing likened army or- 
ganization to a football team in which 
each man is trained to physical perfec- 
tion under strict discipline, but is ca- 
pable of brilliant individual action in a 
crisis. He added: “We want our men 
trained the same way.” 

The general was optimistic and con- 
fident that America’s army would give 
an excellent account of itself and would 


| come up to the expectations of the other 
entente allies, despite the tremendous 
amount of work necessary before active 
American participation in trench war- 
fare was possible.
